9. PUBLIC HEARING

Public Hearing - Amendments to the Code of St. Mary's County, Maryland

Present: George Sparling, County Attorney

Mr. Sparling recommended the following changes to the Code of St. Mary's County: (1) Amend
Chapter 248 to provide for property maintenance remediation agreements; (2) Codify Chapter



191 to provide that violations of certain Ordinances constitute civil infractions; (3) Amend
Chapter 158-5(a) to prohibit conflicts of interest; and (4) Amend Chapter 158-7(a) to designate
appointed officials, appointees, and employees of St. Mary's County Government required to
financial disclosure statements.

A letter from Mr. Joseph Mitchell, expressing his view on proposed amendment to Chapter158-
5(a), was entered into the record and discussed.

Commissioner Guy opened the hearing for public comment. There were no public
comments. Commissioner Guy stated the record would be left open for 10 days to receive public
comments on this matter and closed the public hearing at 6:20 pm.
